BOY HELPER KILLED TRYING 
TO JUMP ON MOVING TRUCK 


Practice of Chauffeurs in Having 
Cars Moving Responsible—Hcel 
Caught in Running Board. 


The practice ot delivery ‘truck 
chauffeurs in starting their ma- 
chines before their helpers are 


aboard and leaving them to jump on 
after the truck is in motion, this 
morning caused the death of Mal- 
colm McCall, 16 years old, of 1423 
Webster avenue. 

McCall was a helper on a truck 
belonging to the B. Nugent & Bro. 
Dry Goods Co., and driven by Isadore 
Brenner, 21, of 1922 Biddle street. 
McCall had delivered a bundle at 
4956 Reber place, ane Robert Smith, 
another helper, of 2922. Wisconsin 
avenue, had made another delivery 
on the opposite side of the street. 

Brenner told the police that on 
seeing the two helpers approaching, 
he started the car according to cus- 
tom. Smith jumped safely abcard, 
but McCall's heel caught on the run- 
ning board, and he fell under the 
rear wheels. He was instantly 
killed. 

Brenner surrendered at the Cen- 
tral Police Station, and was held for 
the Coroner.. This was the forty- 
ninth auto fatality this year, as 
against 54 for the same. period in 
1918,

Commissioncr Would Make Average 
Charge 12% Cents a Thousand

eo egg cmcanggeen Wall has 
proposed to Mayor Kiel and Comp- 
troller NoJte that the city water rates 
be increased 25 per cent. 

The present rates range from 6 to 
20 cents a 1000 gallons, with an av- 
erage of 10 cents a 1000 gallons. 
Commissioner Wal! would have the 
average rate increased to 12% cents. 

Increased cost of materials and 
labor is the reason given for the pro- 
posed advance. 

Wall stated that the receipts of the 
department for the ;ear ending in 
April were $2,250,000, and the ex- 
penditures were $2,147,000. 

Mayor Kiel said today that he had 
not talked with the Water Commis- 
sioner concerning the proposed in- 
crease; but that he would consider 
the subject carefully when it is 
brought before him. 

“TI shouldn't like to Increase the 
water rates at this time,’’ said the 
Mayor, “but. of course we have to 
keep up the standard of the service 
and make extensions so that the pub- 
lic at all times will have plenty of 
water.”

Proceedings in Fight to Cut 
the Cost of Living. 


HE HAS EVIDENCE 
OF PROFITEERING 


“Will Go the Limit” in Push- 
ing Government Cases 
Against Food and Wearing 
Apparel Extortioners.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Crim- 


inal as well as civil proceedings are 
to be begun by Attorney-General 
Palmer to reduce the high cost of 
living. ~An effort will be made to 
secure jail sentences for the men 


who have been operating in restraint 
of trade and in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act and profiteering 
or hoarding laws. 

Thus far the announcements con- 
cerning prosecutions have conveyed 
the impression that only civil pro- 
ceedings would be imstituted and that 
the Department of Justice would be 
satisfied with having stopped unfair 
trade practices. But the Attorney- 
General means to go the limit under 
the criminal provisions of the law 
and if he can persuade the Federal 
courts to see it his way some men 
will not escape with the mere pay- 
ment of fines, but will be compelled 
to serve time. 

This drastic policy follows the dis- 
covery of evidenec that the Ameri- 
can people have been gouged hy 
profiteers who have made combina- 
tions and price agreements in defi- 
ance of existing law. To impose 
fines would mean an infinitestimal 
subtraction*of profits and might not 
have a sufficiently deterrent effect. 
So the Attorney-General, presuma- 
bly at the direction of President 
Wilson, has decided to enter the 
criminal courts in an effort to re- 
lieve the public of economic burdens 
unlawfully imposed. 

Just which trusts or association of 
producers will be charged with vio- 
lations of the Sherman law and 
which will be reached under civil 
or criminal statutes*cannot be an- 
nounced. But the Department of 
Justice is preparing cases against 
dealers, wholesale and retail, and 
as soon as more law is\pbtained 
from Congress, it will be possible to 
proceed not. merely against fool 
dealers but those who handle wear- 
ing apparel. 

Although the Attorney-General 
has already indicated that he would 
get after the Cement: Trust, and 
thereby help to relieve the deadlock 
in the building situation throughout 
the countgy which affects the cost 
of living Rhrough high rents, the 
main campaign will be- directed 
against dealers in food and clothing 
—the two biggest items on the fam- 
ily expense -account,. 

Benefictal Results, 

Already officials here think they 
see beneficial results, though, to be 
sure, they _ frankly admit much less 
is to be gained through prosecutions 
than through the fair price commit- 
tees which are being established 
throughout the country by state and 
county food administrators. On these 
committees will be representatives 
of labor, of the housewives, of whole- 
salers, of retailers and the public. 
They are voluntary conynittees, who 
will pay what constitutes a fair price 
in each community for food and 
wearing apparel. 

Most of the committees will have 
the benefit of experience gained by 
similar undertakings when the food 
administration had its elaborate or- 
ganization at work 
Land town in the country. The im- 
portance of these fair price commit- 
tees lies in the fact that when prose- 
cutions are begun, the findings of 
the aforesaid committees will be 
taken into court as a basis for action. 
Wherever state authorities have al- 
ready begun:to declare fair prices, 
as in Massachusetts, Maryland, Okla- 
homa, Michigan and elsewhere, the 
Federal authorities will endeavor to 
bring about harmonious co-operation 
with the state agencies.

- Asks for Year’s Wardrobe. 

“It is fitting, however, that the 
Builders and Traders show evidence 
of their generosity. Salesmen the 
world over have regarded . it good 
business to spend a few dollars for 
theater tickets or some other enter- 
tainment for a prospect on whom 
they expect to wax fat. ' 

“When I peruse the bids which 
have been submitted by the Builders 
and Traders on various building 
projects in which I am interested, 
and when I note how high these bids 
are, I marvel that your generosity 
stops at a mere pair of shoes. It 
seems to me that such a prospect as 
your bids indicate me to be deserv- 
ing of a little more attention. It is 
as though you were asking me to the 
movies when the circumstances wur- 
rant a box at ‘The Passing Show.’ 


“Instead of stopping with a pair 
of shoes, why not present me with a 
wardrobe for a year?

“Ordinarily I am content with two 
sults of clothes each year and you 
will not need to pay more than $75 
each for them, because I am not keen 
for fancy stuff.

“Three neckties at $1 each.

ATTORNEYS ARGUECASE. 


OF ACCUSED CONDUCTOR 


U. R. Counsel Declares Bravery 
of Sayle Smith in Battle Is 
Not Proof of Honesty. 


The question of whether heroism 
in battle is a proof of honesty was. 
the subject for vigorous argument 
by counsel in the case of Sayle E. 
Smith, United Railways conductor, 
discharged for alleged pocketing of 
fares, before a board of arbitration 
at the city hall yesterday. 

Chauncey Clarke, attorney for the 
company, was of the opinion that 
bravery and honesty do not neces- 
sarily go together. “Much stress has 
been laid on the fact that this young 
man (Smith) fought in the Argonne, 
and was cited for bravery at Grand 
Pre,” he said. “This has no place 
in this case. 

“Praiseworthy as a good war rec- 
ord may be, it does not absolutely 
prove honesty. However, it does 
prove boldness, and the testimony 
here shows he is a very bold man. 
Jease James probably would have 
distinguished himself as a soldier, 
and also might have been cited for 
bravery if he had chosen a war- 
rior’s career.” 

Smith's much-discussed silk shirts 
also were brought in. Sald Clarke: 
“Silk shirts are not a badge of dis- 
honesty, either, but a man com- 
plaining that he can barely get 
along on this wage, while he wears 
silks shirts, certainly shows a reck- 
lessness with his own money. and, 
as the old adage goes, he who is 
reckless with his own, is likely to be 
reckless with others’.” 

Gave Up a $1-an-Hour Job. 

Clagke further pointed out that 
Smith had previously been an elec- 
tricilan, a trade that paid $1 an hour, 
and suggested there must have been 
some strong motive to cause him *o 
give it up for a job as a conductor 
at 37 cents an hour. The motive, he 
said, might be discovered in the cir- 
cumstance that during the first 17 
days in. July Smith's fare collections 
averaged $5.42 a day leas than those 
of a substitute conductor who re- 
HNeved him. 

Frank P. O'Shea, counsel for 
Smith, took emphatic exception to 
Clarke's opinion regarding Smith's 
war record. “What it does prove,” 
he said, “is devotion to duty, and I 
submit that a man who is willing to 
make the supreme sacrifice in his de- 
votion to his duty is not the sort of 
man to pilter fare boxes. 

“I notice that none of these spot- 
ters, called auditors, have war rec- 
ords, although most of them appear 
to be of military age. Smith re- 
turned from France with his health 
impaired, and now an attempt is be- 
ing made to destroy his hanor.

Producers Tell City Officials 
Price to Wholesalers Will 
Go Up 90 Cents a Hun- 

| dred Pounds Sept. 1. 


Pursuing the investigation of milk 
prices at the instance of Mayor Kiel, 
Park Commissioner Cunliff conduct- 


ed a hearing of Donley A. Brooks of 
Marine, Ill., and N. E. Baum of Car- 
lyle, IIL, president and secretary re- 
‘gpectively of the Southern Illinois 
Milk Producers’ Association, yester- 
day afternoon at the Railroad Y. M. 


After two hours of questioning, in 
which he was assisted by Associate 
City Counselor Griffin, Cunliff 
learned two things from the pro- 
ducere—that the producers’ associa- 
tion will increase the price of milk 

again Sept. 1, and that the cost of 
milk production is just as elusive, if 
not more so, than the cost of dis- 
tribution. 

Brooks hinted that the price Sept. 
1 would be $4 a hundred pounds 
(11.63 gallons), explaining that 


in the corn and the dairymen will 
have to buy their feed.”’ 

The distributers have said that if 
the producers’ price goes to $4 they 
would be compelled to increase the 
retail price to 18 cents a quart. 

The producers are now being paid 
“$80 _a hundred pounds and the re- 
tail price of milk is 16 cents a quart. 
Milk last month was 14 cents a quart 
retail, when the producers were get- 
ting $2.75 a hundred pounds. 

Get No Evidence. 

Nothing tangible to show that the 
producers were profiteering was de- 
veloped at the hearing. Brooks and 
Baum gave evasive answers to some 
of the questions, refused outright to 
answer others, and referred the in- 
vestigators to the ‘State of Lilinois’’ 
to evade still other questions on cost 
of milk production. 

They refused to submit to cross- 
questioning, and. when pressed for 
answers on some points would turn 
the subject with a disparaging impli- 
eation against the St. Louis distrib- 
uting companies. Brooks several! 
times became vexed, and at one point 
exclaimed: 

“You imply that wé are profiteer- 
ing. JI resent the charge. Let me 
answer you by saying that when you 
hunt a thief you will likely find him 
at your own door.” 

Both Brooks and Baum admitted 
the producers’ association met from 


sharp exchanges when the former 
refused to answer questions on the 
details of production costs.

Cunliff and Griffin have held sev- 
eral hearings of local distributors to 
get at the cost of distribution and 
are now awaiting the return of ques- 
tionnaires with detailed information 
on this point. They will meet the 
producers again, possibly next week, 
in another effort to get production 
costs. 

In answer to questions Brookes 
said the producers’ association was 
organized “for the benefit of the 
public and to encourage production 
of better milk.” He said the asso- 
ciation had 4600 members, some of 
whom have dairies in Missouri, and 
the members supply 400,000 gallons 
of milk daily to St. Louis. 

Denies Unreasonable Profits. 

He said the dairymen were 
making unreasonable profits, as the 
average cow produces not more than 
one and one-half gallons of milk a 
day, and the cost of labor and feed 
was exceedingly high. 

One and a half gallons of milk a 
day for the 300 days of the year that 
a cow is fresh would be 450 gallons, 
or 8600 pounds. Griffin said these 
estimates were too low, asserting that 
the average cow would produce 
about 5000 pounds, or 625 gallons, 
and that at present prices, with the 
sale of calves, the producers were 
making more than 20 per cent profit. 

Brooks made much of the cost of 
farm labor as a reason for the cost 
of production, but on close examina- 
tion by Griffin, said not more than 
80 or 40 of the 4600 dairymen em- 
ployed labor. He added that the 
farmers’ wives and children who care 
for the cows should be considered as 
laborers at the laborers’ wage rate. 
He also discussed overhead charges 
and investment as an important item 
to be ‘considered, explaining that 
barms have to be repainted and re- 
paired. 

Losing 65 Cents a Hundred. 

He said the average barn should 
be listed at $3000 to $4000, and that 
the Agricultural Department of the 
State of Illinois, at Urbana, had fig- 
ured milk production as~ costing 
$3.75 a hundred pounds. According 
to this figure, the dairymen are los- 
ing 65 cents a hundred pounds at 
present prices. ~

“Yet you fixed prices in May, and, 


again in June for July and August,” 
said Griffin. “How do you know in 
June what production costs would 
be in August?” 


“We estimated it,”’ Brooks replied, 
“and we now see that our estimates 
were too low.” 


Brooks said the producer would 
be satisfied with ‘6 per cent net on 
the investment and fair wages.” 

“You cannot show me what you 
feed,”’ Griffin replied, “or what it 
costs to feed—indeed you cannot 
show anything other than that you 
have an organization that arbitrari- 
ly fixes prices.”’ 

Brooks again referred Griffin to 
the State of Illinois ‘“‘for further in- 
formation,” and expressed his im- 
patience with Griffin by remarking. 
in effect, that Griffin did not know 
one end of a cow from the other. 

“You fellows come out in the coun- 
try,” Baum said as the meeting 
closed, ‘‘and I’ll be durned if I won't 
show you a few things.”’

BRINGS NEW STORY OF 
2XD DMSON' BRAVERY 


| Lieut. Klein Tells Hew Hill Was 
Held Two Days Surrounded 
on Three Sides. 


— 


A new story of heroism on the 
part of the marines and -doughboys 
of the famious Second Division, de- 
tails of which have not been gener- 
ally known, is told by First Lieu- 
tenant Edward Klein, former foot- 
ball and baseball star at Missouri 
| University, who has just returned 
home from France, where he served 
with the Twelfth Field Artillery in 
that division. 

The story is that of the capture of 
Mont Blanc in the early days of Oc- 
tober, when Americans at home

of the Second Division, then brig- 
aded with the French, was passed 
over, to a degree. The sanguinary 
character of the fighting, however, 
may be gathered from the fact that 
the casualties were heavier than in 
the more famous action at Belleau 
Wood. 

Overcome Desperate Resistance. 

Mont Blanc (White Mountain), 
so called because it is chalk, was 
a stronghold of the Germans in the 
Champagne, west of the Argonne. 
The Second Division was assigned 
to take it. The Fifth and Sixth Ma- 
rines and the Ninth and Twenty- 
third Infantry moved forward in the 
general advance of the French, and, 
overcoming desperate resistance, es- 
tablished themselves on the crest of 
the hill. 

The French on each flank failed 
to make as much progress, and the 
four regiments found themselves un- 
der fire from three sides. Instead 
of withdrawing to a line even with 
the French, however, they clung to 
the top of the hill for two days and 
nights, under shrapnel, gas, gren- 
ades, high explosive and machine 
gun fire. Then a charge by the 
French relieved them, but not, ac- 
cording to Lieut. Klein until after 
they had been badly cut up. 

Forced March to Meuse. 

The other units of the division, in- 
cluding Lieut. Klein’s regiment, 
fought on in that sector until Oct. 28, 
when they made a forced march to 
the Meuse sector, where they were 
fighting when the armistice was 
signed. 

Lieut. Klein, who had been a stu- 
dent at an artillery school in France, 
was assigned to the division just after 
its immortal stand at Belleau Wood, 
and arrived in time to participate in

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You have seen a line of soldiers, 
moving down the street, encounter 
some obstacle. It would mean.a 
jam in the line, if no command 
were given. The eommand is 
‘*Mark Time! ’’ 

Marking time is the least profit- 

' able of the soldier’s exercises. It 
keeps the line from going to pieces, 
and that is all. No advance was 
ever made, no battle was ever won, 
by marking time. It just wears out 
expensive shoe leather, and gets 
the army nowhera. 

Every good soldier grudges the 
time that he spends executing this 
command. Every good soldier wants 
te get the ebstacle out ef the way, 
and to hear the command, ‘‘For- 
ward—March!’’ 

It is bad eneugh to mark time 
when that is the command, and 
when everyene has to do it. But 
the soldier whe keeps on marking 
time after the eommand ‘‘For- 

’ ward’’ hag been given is likely 
soon to reach the establishment 
which is known to the outside pub- 
lic as the guard house, and which 
soldiers fondly term the ‘* hoose- 
gow.’’ 


“Marking ‘Time 


Business has been marking time 
in the period since the armistice 
was signed. Before that time, busi- 
hess men were heard to tell of the 
activities that would start when 
wartime restrictions were removed, 
But the restrictions have been re- 
moved, and yet many of the enter- 
prises are not starting. 


At the outset, many were heard 
to say that they would not buy on 
a falling market. Phe market ‘did 
net fall very noticeably, but the 
hand-to-mouth waiting policy be- 
eame fixed, and teday, nine months 
after the ‘end of hostilities, some 
men are still deferring their needs 
of building, are holding down their 
organizations, because prices are 
high and because wages are high, 
as compared with former standards. 

The bi ha business conquests 
are ahead, and a forward move- 

ent will win them. The whole line 
| should be in motien now, but in- 
stead there is only the shuffle of 
feet, marking time. 

. St. Louis has many industrial 
and commercial advantages. Its 
location makes it a distributing 


point, and a center for the pur- 
chase, storage and sale of com- 
modities for domestic consumption, 
for export and import. 


St. Louis provides a market for 
the grain, live stock, cotton and 
mineral products of the great 
Southwest, and translates those 
commodities into immediate cash, 
Its manufactured products, its 
clothing, shoes, farm machinery, 
tools, electrical appliances and ar- 
ticles of food, stand for this city’s 
service to its territory. 

In its labor and employment sit- 
uation, St, Louig ig more favorably 
circumstanced than many other 
cities. Itg great diversification of 
industries tends to make the labor 
supply better balanced than can be 
the case in a city with one domi- 
nant industry, as the steel industry 
in Pittsburg, the automobile indus- 
try, as Detroit, or the silk indus- 
try, as Patterson. A stréng point 
of the St. Louis situation is the 
desirable employment offered for 
women, as in the making of electric 
light bulbs. 


St. Louis has these and many 


other vital advantages, But advan- 
tages are of no value unless use is 
made of them. St. Louis is not us- 
ing its advantages unless it exerts 
every effort to furnish employment 
to as many men as possible, on a 
stable and substantial basis, for 
the making of the products whieh 
its trade territory requires; and 
unless it further exerts itself to 
provide homes for those workers. 

Both these things mean building. 
The most common cause of discon- 
tent in St. Louis today is increased 
rents, and the difficulty of getting 
homes at any rental, The biggest 
obstacle to building up the city’s 
manufactures is the lack of floor 
space—again a plain building 
proposition. 

St. Louis is two vears behind in 
building. Other cities are behind 
it is true. But the cities that vou 
first to make up this lost time will 
be the cities that will first get into 
the swing of the after-the-war busi- 
ness which all are looking forward 
to, and in which all desire a share.

PACKER CONTROL BILL 


Resolution Also Condemns Pro- 
posal to License Interstate 
Commerce Industries. 


A resolution opposing the bill in- 
troduced by Senator Kenyon pro- 
viding for Government regulation 
and licensing of the packing indus- 


try, and an amendment by Senator 
Moses for the licensing of all bust- 
ness in interstate commerce, was 
adopted yesterday by the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce. A similar 
reeolution was adopted several 
weeks ago by the East St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Senator Kenyon recently stated in 
the Senate that the packers were 
conducting an active propaganda 
against the bill, and predicted that 
Congress would be deluged with res- 
olutions of protest from business or- 
ganizations. 

The text of the resolution adopted 
by the Chamber of Commerce fol- 
lows: 

Would Strangle Industry. 

“Whereas, The Kenyon bill (S- 
$202) and the Moses amendment 
thereto, introduced July 29, 1919, 
and referred to the Committee on 
Agriculture and Forestry of the Sen- 
ate, and now pending in Congress, 
provide in Section 2 thereof as fol- 
lows: 

“Sec. 2. That no person shall 
engage in or carry on any business 
in commerce unless he shall secure 
and hold a license which shall be 
issued by the Secretary of.Agricul- 
ture upon application in accord- 
ance with regulations prescribed 
under this act. 

“And whereas, It is the profound 
conviction of the members of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce that 
such a policy would strangle indus- 
try and result in unnecessary imposi- 
tion of burdens upon business; now, 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, by the St. Louls Cham- 
ber of Commerce, that it strongly| 4 
condemns the proposed bi!! because 
it will destroy private initiative; that 
it is a maxim, attested by long expe- 
rience, and particularly applicable to 
industria! matters, that the least gov- 
erned people are the best governed 
people; that the proposed bill will 
cause industry to live, move and have 
its being in governmental regulation 
and that experience has amply dem- 
onstrated that such governmental 
control is opposed to industrial de- 
velopment and to that primacy of 
American industry which has become 
the proud boast of our national life; 
that we earnestly condemn the wide 
departure from American traditions 
and spirit embodied in the proposed 
bill, which in our opinion will in- 
juriously affect every industry in the 
land, whether interstate or intrastate 
in character. 

Copies to State Senator. 

“Be it further resolved, That we 
respectfully request the Senate Com- 
mittee on Agriculture and Forestry, 
to which this bill has been referred, 
to give it that careful and prolonged 
consideration which its importance 
justifies, and that all interests be 
heard in reference to this bill.

STOCKS SHOW LOWER 
TREND FOR THE WEEK 


— 


Market Is Influenced by Labor 
Troubles and Offer Eco- 
nomic Problems. 


Stock Exchange Closcd. 


The board of governors of the 
New York Stock Exchange voted 
to suspend trading today, to per- 
mit clerical forces in brokerage 
offices to catch up in their work. 
The St. Louis Stock Exchange 
also decided to close. Grain mar- 
kets and other commercial Ex- 
changes held sessions as usual. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—The stock 
market this week was perceptibly in- 
fluenced by existing domestic eco- 
nomic problems, especially the un- 
ettled labor situation. 

Growth of the campaign against 
high living costs, which had its most 
striking manifestations in food 
seizures and partial reduction of 
commodity prices, also served to 
undermine the list, the impairment 
embracing many high-class issues. 

Public participation, which became 
fchilled in the previous week, on 
publication of the claims of the rail- 
way brotherhoods, dwindled to slen- 
der proportions, leaving the field al- 
most entirely to pools and allied pro- 
fessional interests. 

Although the technical conditions 
were visibly improved by reason of 
the recent liquidation the shorts en- 
gaged in further aggressive move- 
ments, many active shares record- 
ing extreme declines of 5 to -15 
points. 

Much of the week’s depreciation 
was credited to the operation of brok- 
ers acting for Western speculators 
prominent in the long-sustained ad- 
vance, but now believed to be com- 
mitted to the other side of the ac- 
count. Several new corporate of- 
ferings by the bankers and synili- 
cates, but the general investment 
situation, as indicated by the easier 
tone of the bond market, was far from 
satisfactory.

Outplayed and Outfought, Giants 
Lost Two Doubleheaders 
in Three ‘Days. 


TOTAL ATTENDANCE 88,000 
Pitcher’s Home Run With Men 


On Won First Game and Broke 
Hearts of McGraw Men. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16.—What 
was in some ways the most interest- 
ing baseball series ever played in 
this city, outside of those involving 
directly a world’s championship, was 
completed yesterday when the Cin- 
cinnati Reds defeated the Giants in 
a double-header, 4—3 and 4—0, giv- 
ing Cincinnati four victories of the 
six contests played. The success of 
the Reds virtually broke the back- 
bone of the Giant pennant hopes and 
gave the Reds a lead of 6% games, 
with only about 40 more games in 
front of them. 

The most remarkable feature of 
the six games was the attendance 
which reached approximately 88,000 
paid admissions. - This, at the 80 
cents average for the Polo 
Grounds, means about $70,000 re- 
ceipts for the three contests. The 
total attendance on the first and 
third days, when the weather was 
fine was 38,000 each, the bad out- 
look cutting the second day’s attend- 
ance to about 12,000. 

The attendance on the fair days 
was larger than at a vast majority 
of world’s series contests. 

Police Quel. Disturbance. 

For. the first time in years, the 
police were called into the park, They 
came in after the first game, when 
bottles had been thrown at Cincin- 
nati players. The crowd surged on 
the field and Centerfielder Roush 
was completely enveloped. City and 
special police then pushed back the 
crowd and after an intermission the 
game was finished under ground 
rules. 

“Shortly after the game started, 
a steel railing against which the in- 
coming spectators were pressing, 
Rave way. 30 persons falling 20 feet 
to the concrete stand below. Fifteen 
of the 25 who required medical atten- 
tion were taken to hospitals. One 
victim was reported last night to be 
dying from a fracture of the skull, 
and internal injuries.
